3. Part B (The Appeal of Comaunism) is well formulated. Howeva-, bi- 
section couM have been made more 5jnpressive and useful if the author had 

nvestigat^ and classified not ot0.y the various types of positive ap!)eal« 

r«rtles but also tbs nesptlve,' rso„: I,„t 
effects of the latter. As it is. Part B does not take into account, e.g‘. 
the considerable problem of memberEhip fluctuations (in Parties outsic e tiio 
Soviet and Satellite orbit) j the problem of dissidents and factdonallfm; 
probl^ of conflicting appeals (nationalism vs. Stalinism); the probltm of 
defectors, etc. other words, while we agree with the author^s genfral 
analpis of positive appeals, we feel that a fuller understanding of the 
psychological effects of Communist ideology could have been obtained tnrov^h 
a study of factors which lead to individual or group rejection of Caraimis*.

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A. SOME BASIC CONCEPTS OP STALINIST COtMJNlBM 


!&i any review of the basic concepts of oommunisn, It Is deslrajle 
to keep In mind the two "stfigea" of cournmnlan which, at least in 
theory, dictate the application of these concepts. The first 
stage reparesents the dictatorship of the proletariat . which muit 
be retained until ''oapltaiiftt enclrclemont” has ^een Ai iTninn t.n.j; 
the and all other communist states are today In this phasi}. 
The second stage might be called the "Ideal"; It can come abou% 
only when full communism ho£i been attained and when all danger of 
capitalist encirclement has been removed. The classless socle'y 
of this Marxist Elysium, in which the State becomes unr^easar 
and "withers away," is stlU part of Marxist doctrine ond dogmi:. 

The basic concepts are therefore divided into two categories: 

(1) What la practiced today; (2) What is promised for tomorrow. 
Many, of coiurae, are Inter-related or coincide, 

Quotations from Marxist soui-ces wore of Interest to us chiefly 
becaxise of the lexicon and verbal logistics v»ed by Soviet leacers 
In describing; objectives.

1. Some Basic Concepts and Policies of Stalinist Communism 
iWing tne PlctaTorskip of* ihe Proletariai 

a. Dialectical materlallemi 

The "official" philosophy of the Communist Party Is 
dialectical materialism. This holds that the material 
life of society Is the only true basis upon which to 
build a way of life and that all social Ideas, social 
theories and political phases and political Institu- 
tions are only a reflection of material conditions. 

The dialectical approach to this materialistic philo- 
sophy maintains that nature Is In a constant state of 
flux, of radical change in which the stronger sup- 
plants the weaker. Therefore, the "weakness" of 
capitalism must Inevitably lead to Its defeat by the 
"stronger" socialism and eventually through ftaiher 
social transformations to a classless society. 

"Dialectical materialism is the world outlook of the Iferxist- 
Lenlnist party. It is called dialectical materialism because i e 
approach to the phenomena of nature. Its method of studylAg ont 
apprehending them Is dialectical, while Its interpretation of tie 
phenomena of nature, its conception of the phenomena. Its theor , 

is materialistic the dialectical method regards as im- 

portant primarily ... only that which Is arising and developing

taki^ place not as a haraonlous unfolding of phenomena hut as a 
disclosure of contradactionB Inherent in thinos and phenonena, at 
a 'strusGle* of onpoelte tendencies which operate on the basis 
of these'^contradictlonB. . . if the passlnG of slcnr quantitative 
changes into rapid ant’ abrupt qualitative changes is a Insr of 
development, then it is clear that revolutions mde by the op- 
pressed classes are a quite natural and Inevitable phenomenon. 
Hence the transition from capitalism to Sociallaan and tte llbeiy.- 
tion of the working; class from the yoke of capitalism cannot be 
effected by slow changes but only by a qualitative change of th^ 
capitalist system, b/ revolution."

b. Dictatorship of the proletariat 

According to communist theory, there must inevi- 
tably arise durlnr' the transition period between 
capitalism and eventual classless society a stage 
of society in communist countries which is tenaed 
the dictatorship of the proletariat. It is car- 
ried out in idle USSR today by the Communist Partv, 
repiresenting Itself as expressing the will of the 
proletariat. The dictatorship of the Communist 
Party (i.e., of the proletariat) is according to 
doctrinaire apologia a necossarr IJat tourporary 
state of power in which all individual liberties 
are suppressed so that all bourgeois tendencies 
may be eradicated by whatever measures necessary, 
this state of absolute dictatorship must continue, 
according to its apologists, tmtll not only 
all bourgeois tendencies have been eradicated but 
until "capitalist encirclement" has been finally 
defeated.

It holds further that political parties 
represent only different classes and since in a com- 
munist country there can be only one class (l,e., the 
proletariat), there need bo but one party.

d. Planned economy 

The econoBt 7 of Soviet Puss la is a fully planned 
one. Extending far beyond Just price and waco 
controls, rationed £joods and goveminent ownorsMp 
of utilities, there Is govemment ownership of 
all means of production as well as of transporta- 
tion and direct collectivization of agriculture. 

"The Party directs the entire country, guides the activity of In- 
dustry, agriculture and transport thro\ighout Soviet and economic 
organizations, works out plans for the development of all breaches 
of the national economy and controls their fulfillment, l.e., does 
eveiythlng that a proletarian party In power should do,"

e. State ownership of means of production 

As above, the Commimist Party not only controls but 
owns all means of production which Include natural 
resources as well as fabricating plants, etc. 

"One of the outstanding features of socialist democracy constats 
of the fact that It not only proclaims the rights of the citizens 
but actually guarantees the exercise of those rights by placing 
them on a firm economic foxuidatlon . . . The economic foundatlei of 
Socialist democracy Is the Socialist ownership of the means and 
Instruments of production which guarantees the rights of the 
Soviet people, their material well-being and cultural development. 
The Soviet state guaitmtees to the people real liberty."

f . Collectivization of farmlands 

Farmlands, according to communist theory and practice, 
belong not to individuals but to the public. There- 
fore, the dlrectloti and management of them and the 
distribution of tholr produce rests with the State, 
even though In some cases private ownership of the 
actual farms may bo permitted,

hllity for the work, and help the eolleotive fanners to conduct 
their huahondry on the has is of sclexice and technolocv ,,, It 
follows from this that the collective farm system does not diminish 
hut IncroasoB the cares and responslhllltles of the Party and of 
the government in regard to the development of agriculture.

g. Abolition of private property 

Comraunlsm stands for the abolition of private owner- 
ship of all means of production. Taken in the broad 
sense, as interpreted In the Soviet Tfiiion, this msons 
the virtual abolition of private ownership of every- 
thing except personc.1 effects, 

"The distinguishing feature of Communism 1 s not the abolition of 
property generally but the cbolltion of bourgeois property . But 
modem bourgeois private property is the final and most complS'C 
expression of the systott of producing and appropriating ]M?oduc^;e 
that is based on class antO(;onlsme , on the exploitation of the 
many by the few.

h. Soviet natlcgialiam 

Within the Soviet IMlon, there has been a tremendous 
resurgence of nationalistic feeling. This chauvinism 
is fostered by propaganda in all its forms. The pub- 
lic is not only told that the Soviet Tfclon is the 
greatest power on earth but is also kept in a state 
of nationalist fervor by repeated charges of its 
being threatened by "capitalist encirclement" and 
"Wall Street ingjerlallsm." Nationalism is also 
taught in the schools, fostered in the church, and 
in all organization meetings, etc. Outside of the 
Soviet Uhlon and its immediate satellites Stalinism 
preaches to the hard core of the communist cells in 
other countries that love for the Soviet is the 
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highest fom of patriotlsn for connunlsts every- 
where, The reasoning Is that Inasnuch as the TBSF 
is not only the laother of coimunlsia but also the 
sole agency through which other nations can aohiove 
comounism, and inasmuch as the creation of tho 
greatest state Is the greatest pleasure which can 
befall any comtry, then CMammists everywhere Ttwiwt 
have an allegiance for Russia even before their own 
entries to~t~e truly pairlotle . It shoiilA be 
sited thai this Soviet nationalism Is used only with 
tho hard core communists and Is generally played 
down In conattunlst propaganda In non-canmunist countries.

1. Opposition to religion 

The TBSB, since World Wnr II, has recognized a limited 
right of religious belief and church attendance , How- 
ever, It denies the right of religious belief to Com- 
munist Party membenj as being antithetical to true 
Marxism and religion Is still attacked by propaganda 
In schools, publications, and official gatherings. 
Furthermore, In the USSR and some of Its satellites 
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the Russian Orthodox Church has keen uBurpod hy the 
State as an or^an of prorjaf^anda and Is xmder the 
direct supervision of the M7D.

Party controlled trade unions 

Free trade unionism does not exist in communist 
countries , The unions are under the open and 
direct control of the Communist Party and serve 
only as a means of party organlEation, propaganda 
and control. There is no collective bargaining, 
no right to strike, no right to resl(>n or change 
Jobs, no rl-^ht of selection of Jobs, no right to 
belong to any union but one desl'piated by the Party. 

Tho IBSR also employs forced labor, with on esti- 
mated ten to fifteen million people serving as 
virtual slaves in the "corrective" labor camps 
operated under the Jurisdiction of the MVD. 

"Formally, tho Soviet trade -unions ore not a Party organization but 
In fact, they are carrying out the directives of the Party. All 
leading organa of the trade -unions consist primarily of Commurtste 
who execute the Party lino In tho entire work of the trade unions."

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k. Ideological education and culture 

The primary functions of education In the Soviet 
Uhion are to tastlll communist political Ideology 
and to teach practical crafts and soldiery. Fur- 
thermoro, since 1^0 the Russian worker must pay 
for his child's educatloh heyond the seventh grade 
with the result that only a very small number of 
children get more than the most olemontary of educa- 
tions, Great einphasls Is placed in communist 
countries oh oultwe lifl Its various forma, but all 
culture to be acceptable must express the coimnunlst 
ideology. All education, all theaters, publishing 
houses, newspapers, mogaslnes, film studios, etc., 
are under the direct supervision and control of the 
Communist Party, i.e., the State.

l. Subordination of Individual to state 

Iftidor the dictatorship of the proletariat there la a 
complete denial of civil liberties end individual 
rights. The State does not exist to serve hlS needs 
but he to serve the needs of the State. The Buss Ian 
citizen Is subject to arbitrary detention and arrest, 
Imprisonment without trial by a covtrtj ho is not en- 
titled to voice any criticism of the government nor 
to voice any opinions other than those approved by 
the Communist Party; he has no rights to emi^^^rate 
temporarily or permanently; has access only to 
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that Infonaation which Is approved "by the Com- 
munis t Party, and hie rit'.’ht of vote under the 
one -party system is nothing but a formality. 

"The Soviet state determines the behavior and activity of Sotrlot 
citizens in various ways. It educates the Soviet people in a 
spirit of Communist morality by the system which it introduce 3 
of le^al norms regulatinc the life of the population, imposin ; 
interdictions, establishing encourocemonts , xTamincs of pimish- 
ment for the violation of these norms.

m. Elimination of capitalism 

The total elimination of capitalism throughout the 
world is on Inherent featiire of Stalinist communism, 
although temporizing statements have been made on 
this subject by Party leaders for strategic or tac- 
tical purposes, i.o., during World War II when Stalin 
proclaimed that it was possible for the two societies 
to live peacefully side by side. However, all basic 
communist ideology declares capitalism to bo the 
mortal enemy of communism and that it must be 
feated throughout the world by any means before the 
true communist state can be developed.

Interests among the surrotaidlng capitalist groups and govemaxnts 
with the view to the disintegration of capitalism."

Soviet propaganda has proclaimed the right of self- 
determination of all nations and makes particular 
issue of this point in the Far East, Hoi/ever, in 
practice the Communist Party upholds the right of 
self-determination only as the right to become a 
communist nation in the orbit of the TBSR.

l. The seeming singleness of purpose , the one program which 
comnuniam offers In various lands is in stron^^ contrast 
to the seeming confusion of alms and programs offered by 
the democratic nations and hence appears more practical 
and realizable to many. This is particularly true in those 
areas where such terms as '’dlf- 5 nlty of tho individual,” 

"civil liberties," and "democracy” have little or no mean- 
ing but xfhere an economic betterment or promised national- 
ism offered by the communists seems vivid and real. ( In 
practice . there la but one program for the Communist Party - 
world domination by the USSR. This, of course, is nowhere 
the preached program, ) 

m. The accomplishments of communism - both militarily and 
politically - wietfier actual or claimed, carry special 
xfeight with the people of those countries which are geo- 
graphically near the Soviet and with countries ouch as 
those in the Par East whore economic conditions ond 
nationalist feeling make them particularly susceptible 
to Communist Party propaganda. The communists made much 
capital of the resistance put up by the communist-claimed 
Maquis in France and Partlzanl in Italy and noir, of 
course, with the northern Koreans and Chinese In the Par 
East. In like manner, they make capital of Soviet 
political maneuvers In tho I]hlted Eatlons and elsewhere . 

(The Communist Party preaches success and accomplishment 
in every field even though these may not be borne out 

In practice . ) 

n. To the bitter und resentful of the world, communism 
offers a chance to poxa: out their hatred in a "worthy 
cause" - thus Justifying it - and io seek retribution 
when the victory of communism has been won7~^fhla*'poIicy 
is not unlike that of the Jewish terrorism waged by the 
Nazis. But here the communists foster hatred against 
the landed, the rich, the whites, tho Europeans, etc., 

to gain their oxm ends. ( In practice , this has been seen 
in many lands - in the persecution In the satellite 
countries, in the atrocities committed by the I-SiqulB in 
France and the Partlzanl in Italy.) 
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o. To the fovcnr. ond o.dventuro\is , connmniBm promises 
adventure, action, color, and a chance to do battle, 
airiiTEire name of a ''good cause." (In practice, ad- 
venturo, action, color, and battle are found br the 
communists in undercover activities, strikes, and 
riotin^js, militant oreanlzatlon, secrecy, actual vre,r» 
fare in "volunteer" battalions such as in Spain and 
partisan warfare . ) 

p. The veneration of a superman , which always plays a role 
in bullAlnc up moss support of a dictatorship, finds com- 
munism presenting such figures as Stalin, Mao, Togiiatti, 
and Thorez, Those men are aggravated in the press, by 
posters, and all other means of propaganda in their 
respective areas. ( In gractioe . the "veneration of a 
supemmn" is frequently played down until communist con- 
trol is secured, emphasis until then being placed on sad 
national heroes and almost legendary figures of coomunls-t 
ideology as Man, Engels, and Lenin.) 
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SOME NOTES ON KEY POD'TTS NON AT ISSUE IN THE 2DEOIOGICAL "JAP 

BEMOCBACY AND COMMDI'TISM 

1 . Di-nity of Individual vB. primtcy of etato . This l8 the 
funAn^ftritnl pm.rtttcal and phlloBophloal difference "batween 
communism and the free world. In the free world the rights 
of the Individual are inherent. In the communist-controlled 
countries any individual rlf^hts are given only under the 
tolerance of the State and are subject to revocation at any 
time for any reason. The communists hold that any lndi^''idu .1 
must be subordinated to the will of the State. "Freedom, 
wrote Hegel (after Spinoza), "is the recofpiltlon of neces- 
sity." Marxism, through dialectical materialism, has 
established the norms of "necessity" to which all communist * 
must conform. Using a combination of persuasion and force , 
the communists have attempted to destroy the independent 
will of the individual and put in its place a will obedient 
to the State. Conformity is a necessary virtue. State - 
sponsored group activities replace individual activities. 

The "complete" communist is therefore one who has totally 
submer£:-^d himself in the pervasive, all-embracing will of 
tho State. Democricy, on the other hond, is a form of 
society erected on tho assumption that each person is 
inviolate: men have freely entered into a compact to per- 

mit government, which is the creature and not master of 
those individuals. Every form of activity - economic, mort 1, 
spiritual, social, cultural, political - is a by-product ot 
this voluntary association of free men. Progress in a freo 
society comes from tho vigorous leadership of free-minded 
individuals who have the voluntary support of ttelr fello\®an. 

2 . Self-detorminatlbn vs. Imperialism . Despite the efforts oi 
Lenin and the ^ovlots to Msociaie "imperialism" solely wl-^h 
non-commvfflilBt societies. It is a word which aptly doscrlbe^ 
the Intent and actions of Russia to spread its form of 
{■jovomment by force. Mtirxlsts may claim that goveimaent 
will ultimately "die out" when the working classes of the 
world, united, control the earth, but they concede -Hiat 
force is necessary to seize ■Uils power. This force, the 
use of which is sometimos tempered by political or mllltar' 
expediency and by a cherished theory that capitalism has 
within itself the seeds of its own downfall, is now ovlden: 
in Russian-controlled areas and in Korea, Tibet, and Indo- 
china. Tho record of Russia in satellite countries luis be n 
that of an imperialistic conqueror. Imposing a political, 
economic, and social system on those lands and systematic- 
ally undermlnln(^ the ability and will of the citizens to 
resist. The democracies, the other hand, are ccxnnitted 
to the principle that any people must be able freely to 
select their own government, subject only to tho condition 
that they do not iBqsose their will on others by force. In 
some areas, the freo nations regard solf-deteimlnatlon as 
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a Btane which cannot be reached at oncej despite such 
■ ■raduallsm, however, the objectives of the democracies 
can clearly be recognized. 

3. Idealism ys. materialism . The communists, after En^jels, 
have bpeniy prociaiffied the primacy of nature to the 
spirit, defining this as materialism. There Is no life 
after death, and a man’s mind and way of life are entirely 
determined by verifiable material forces - particularly 
economic forces. For Marxians, "the Ideal Is nothing but 
the material world reflected by the human mind, and trans- 
lated Into forms of thoioght" (J.B.3. Haldane). The free 
nations, on the other hand, believe that the spirit oro- 
cedod the material world, that Ideas are superior to and 
independent of material things, and that man’s mind and 
will are free. They conoedo that material forces shape 
and mold an Individual, but Insist that modem society 
rests on the assumption that mind is superior to matter, 
and the spirit superior to forces of nature. 

4. Government by will of the people vs. government by force . 
66mmm'ism rules '^y terr<or mu strict mrty discipline when 
less forceful persuasion does not compel submission. At 
the worst, this 1s actual slavery. Democratic goveriunents 
fall or retain power by the free votes of the olectoratoj 
polloles are formed and carried out through onon discussion 
and voting of elected representatives of the people, 

5 . Bl£>ht of belief vs, el:^natlon of all religion . The com- 
munists 5e'hy ifie' validity of af^er-llfe 'ond any force ex- 
cept material forces. A belief In any God Is a definite 
sin against the material Ideology which maist hold all the 
attention of any person. Therefore, the communists must 
somehow expunge God from tho mind or heart or conscious- 
ness of the people and guard against the return of any 
idealistic religious belief. (For the non-communist masse j, 
the Soviet has accepted a tactical diversion from Its earl>* 
rigid anti -Church doctrines. In many areas, the masses ur? 
now allowed to attend services of the Russian Orthodox 
Church, Tho Chiarch, however, has been put under tho custo *y 
of tho M7D; Its seminaries teach propaganda techniques and 
minimize all but extenual trapnings of tho old religion. 

Thus the Church is used to channel emotional and spiritual 
forces still cherished by the masses toward full all.3('ianc 
to government and country. This "concession," first 
generally made during World War II, is an expedient only, 
and In no sense tm Indication that commiaxiam has changed 
Its basic antagonism to^mrd any form of religion). The 
free world, which has no need to Impose orthodoxy or mass 
obedience, upholds the right of any belief, including 
agnosticism and atheism. 

6. Morality vs. amorallty . Tho subordination of personal 
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ethics to the v;lll of the State in E\iBsla is in sharp con- 
trast to the emphasis on personal moral and ethical rosponsl- 
hility which characterize the democratic society. This 
amorality is furthered In Buss la hy ontaconlsm to the Church, 
the use of education solely to serve an Ideolocy, and the 
concept of the family as merely a convenient unit for hreec- 
in^ and State control. In democracies, church, education, 
and the family serve not only to ^Ive spiritual comfort one 
inspiration, training’, culture, and guidance, and domestic 
happiness, hut also to instill moral responBlhillty in the 
individual. 

7 , Free expression vs, controlled expression . All forme of 
expression - art, music, radio, the printed word - are 
rigidly controlled hy communists and subject to the same 
degree of discipline as that Imposed on political activ- 
ities. Free nations, oven in periods of national emergency, 
permit frank and free expression of Ideas and - ccunptired tc 
the Soviet - define trec.son and disloyalty broadly. 

8, Free thought vs. controlled thought . Not only does Russia 
repress all freedom of expression {a negative process ) , but 
It also attempts systematically to control tfae actual 
thoTight-pattem of Its people (an aff irmtlve process ) . 

Thus the educational and propn;^da media within th® iron 
curtain do not stop after exorcising the daemon of capital- 
ism; they also work toward robot-like thought control so 
that the perfect communist will have no occasion for dis- 
loyal thought. In the free world the right to think and 
reason for one's self Iei a fundamental right and a chief 
source of strength to d£>mocracy because of the self-reliaxK'e 
and integrity which are thus permitted each citizen. 

9, Truth vs. lies. Conununism deliberately distorts truth in 
describi^ itself or others. It has carried to a fine point 
the use of the "big lie,'' Treaties and agreements arc "scraps 
of paper" or words to bo broken. Personal vlllfioatlon by 
Soviet diplomats to serve their purposes is routine. The 
Soviet and the Communist Party will preach one thing ond 
practice another. Against this, the free nations (however 
much in dispute among themselves) base their dealings and 
their contracts on sincere intent. Their information 
policies, although sometimes misguided, are also baaed on 

a premise of freedom of eiprosalon and tlu) truth. 

10. Education vs. political Ideolo^ . Education In the free 
world has as Ite Functions to onstill factual knowledge so 
that the world may be bistter understood and Its problems 
more ably dealt with, to give the knowledge necessary to 
enable an Individual to work In a trade of his choosing and 
to better himself In the world, to arouse Intellectual curi- 
osity, to spur independent thought, and to gain a deeper 
appreciation of life and his fellow man. In the Soviet, 
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education is ‘baaicallir a euphemisia for indoctrination in 
political Ideoloi^y. Even the "three E’s" are taught wltli 
this thought foremost. Ihdependont thought is ix>t wanted, 
controlled thought is the objective. People are not 
educated to hotter serve themselves and mankind hut to 
better carrr out unthinkingly the directives of*the Com- 
munist Party. 

11* Right of association vs. dictated association . The oiti- 
zen of the teSE and its satellites Itias Utile or no choice 
in the organization to which he may belong. He can Join 
only such organizations as are approved by the government 
(l.e,, the Communist Party). Any attempt to form an inde- 
pendent organization or to Join one not approved by the 
Communist Party would load to quick Imprlsonaent and pose 1 * 3 Je 
death. The free nations offer the individual the right of 
formation of and association with various and differing edu- 
cational^ religious, economic, and political organlz;:itlona 
T'Tlthout fear of direct or indirect control or of coamulslor. 
by government or other agencies. The only limiting factor 
to this is that such or^^izatlons must not be ta’easKmable 
in nature. 

12. Free election vs. one -party system . The Soviets permit 
only one party, and In satellite areas gradually \andermlne 
even token opposition. The ontl-oommunlst nations are 
without exception committed to the free ballot, 

13 . Free trade unions vs. State-controlled labor . Lenin’s con. 
tempt of free trade unions was summarized in a sentence: 

"The history of all countries shows that the working class, 
exclusively by its own effort, is able to develop only trola 
union consclousnesa," Trade unions, to the Soviet, are 
simply convenient government-controlled organizations thr<»jgh 
which to regulate labor. The Russian laborer can Join only 
the union predetermined for him - and he must Join It, Hb 
trace of collective bargaining remains in Russia. Russian 
laborers cannot strike. They cannot change Jobs, They 
cannot criticize management or the government. In the free 
nations, workers may choose tholr employment and union; may 
vote in union elections to select their own officials and 
decide policy; and may bargain collectively and strike. 

3-^. Aid vs. plunder . The free nations have attempted to rebuill 
the shattered economlee of war-tom lands or economically 
depressed areas. Materials, food, and technical aid have 
been offered to enable other countries to regain their otm 
industrial or agricultural self-sufficiency. Conversely, 
the Soviet has a notorious record of plundering its satellite 
countries of machinery and goods to build up its own economf, 
and of setting up and enforcing such unilateral trade agree 
ments as to furtter weaken the economies of the satellites. 
This has been semi clearly in Poland, Germany, Yugoslavia, 
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Esthonla, Lithuania, Rumania, and Rim£ 3 ary. '^/here tha West- 
om powers have tried to help restore conquered Gemany to 
a sound economy, Russia in Finland rendered no help what- 
soever, hut instead mido heavy demanda which may well 
ultimately ruin the economy of the nation. 

15. Repopulation vs , depopulation . Russia frequently moves ke# 

personnel and ‘botk and' urban labor from satellite 

areas to Russia itself, where they can be better controlled. 
In return, Russians are often sent Into these countries to 
fill responsible Jobs ("In tluj end, only Russltma are trulf 
reliable"). The free tuitions try to return refugees to 
their homes, or (as In the cose of the Jews) enable them to 
reach the countrv of their choice. 

16. International co-opertitlon and collaboration vs. peacetime 
mliitani aggression . Russia’s peacetime diplomacy la 
demonstra^ily single-minded, and In recent years devoted 
solely to the expansion of Russian influence and (oonverselr) 
the weakening of anti -communist nations. Co-operatlcm wltn 
other nations - ns in the U.N. - appears to be expodienev 
only, Tho rest of the irorld, however divided In op&ilon, 
accepts as a conanon principle the ideal of co-operation to 
enhance peace and prevent %mr. 

17. Peace vs. war . Communist "peace drives" and "peace pledges" 
contuse the terminology of this conflict of ideas. The Rus- 
sians - in their exprestied theory and on their recoivi - ara 
committed to an attempt to li^jose their will and form of 
government on tho rest of the world by force. Tho damocra- 
cles, though often In dlsagreanent among themselves, share 
the principle of peace. This Is, however, a principle irhlch 
countenances tho use of force when free nations are Invaded. 

18 . Protected legal rights of the individual vs. secret and arb l - 
trary arrest p trial, and punlsh^nt . !tuss'la' Has lobr': 'since ^ 
a'bandoned even lip service to 'the traditional constitution: 1 
protections offered tho Individual by democracies - ouch ats 
the right of habeas con>us or trial by Jury, or sofe{piarda 
against excessive bail or search without warrant. Despite 
publicized trials for Important "enemies of tho Stoto," In 
which tonfesslons" of the guilty are well aired, virtually 
all persons who are victims of the police state are seized 
and punished without any pretense of legal action. The 
democracies recognize the role of the courts and of Justiot 
in trial and punlshmont; the rights of the accused ca’e pro- 
tected by custom and lot.' - usually throuf^h constitutions 
dra^m up In past centuries and thus recognized as part of 
the heritage of each nation. 

19. Class understanding vs. class hatred . The free nations, nc- 
matter wka t tlio Ir class s true ture and the degree of inter- 
class friction, continue to strive for an Improvement In tte
